AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING 
FOR A LICENSE TAX ON 
DOGS IN THE CITY OF MEN- 

'“LO PARK, AND PROVIDING 
FOR COLLECTION THEREOF, 
AND FOR THE APPOINT- 
MENT OF A POUNDMASTER. 
The Council of the City of Menlo; 

Park do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. There is hereby impos- 
ed an annual license tax of Two Dol- 
lars ($2.00) on every male dog and 
Four Dollars ($4.00) on every female 
dog owned or harbored within the 
limits ef the City of Menlo Park. 


Chief of Police by any person own- 
ing or harboring any such dog and 
it shall be the duty of the Chief of 
Police to receive and collect all such 
license taxes and ‘issue his receipt 
therefor, together with a numbered 
metal license tag which shall be at- 
tached to the collar of such dog so 
licensed. All licenses so issued shall 
expire on the 3lst day of December 
of the year for which issued; for all 
of such licenses having less than 
twelve months and more than six 
months to run until their expiration, 
the full amount of the annual license 
fee herein provided fcr shall be charg- 
ed; and for all such licenses having 
less than six months to run_ until

According to John S. Lawson, treas- 
urer of the club, it is planned to eli- 
minate stunt flying and so fashion the 
show so that it will be the first of its 
kind in California. 

Excavations in Yosemite Valley for 
the purpose of widening the loop road 
between Mammoth Hot Springs and 
Camp Roosevelt, have revealed that a 
number of hardwood trees, magnolia, 
sycamore and chestnut, once flour- 
ished in that section, according to H. 
I.. Mason of the Botany department 
of the University of California. Mason 
estimates that the trees were flour- 
ishing perhaps 4,000,000 years ago, 
and evidence of their existence in the 
form of imprints of leaves and twigs 
was preserved by a great eruption of 
lava from some volcano, 

More worry for the widows of Cali- 
fornia was indicated a few days ago 
in the announcement of the Depart- 
ment of Internal Revenue that suits 
will be filed immediately for the re- 
collection of money refunded by the 
government following one of the con- 
tradictory court decisions on the Cali- 
fornia community property law. The 
snits will be directed against 150 
widows. The money in question has 
been batted back and forth like a ten- 
nis ball in a lively game by court ac- 
tion.
